N Exprefe is newly arrived at Mofcow 
from Conftantinople, with an Account 
that the Differences between the Czar 
and Grand Signior, relating to the Expe- 
dition made by the former into Perfia, are in a 
Train of Accommodation ; the Porte baviog de- 
clared they will concern themfelves no more with 
the Difagreements between the Ruffian, and the 
Tartars and Perfians, Affarances being given them 
by the Czar not to make another Campaign in the 
Eaft without frefh Provocation. MNotwithitanding 
the Ambaffadour, who came with the 
Céat'to Mofeow, has given his Majefty to under- 
fiaod, that the Porte aftually countermanded 
their Troops which were ordered towards Trebi- 
fond, the Czar’s Forces are neverthelefs recruiting 
throughout Ruffia; to which Purpofe, Orders are 
come hither to augment all the Foot Regueen to 
000 Men; and to fend R-turos every. Week to the 
cretary at War, containing an Account of 
the Condition of each Regiment. It is reported,
